sign of the tariff to k eep down the 
prices. A little later. President Taft, 
n his message to congress, express­ 
ed a doubt whether all the trusts and 
monopolies b^'ed 
the tariff had 
anything to do with the dearnes« of 
the necessaries of liv ing. 
But 
the 
world mov es rapidly, and the presi­ 
dent would 
now 
hardly v enture to 
giv e exprssion to such a doubt, ev en 
f he should continue to harbor it.

its pleasure at the wholesale decapi­ 
tation of the men w^ho w'ere the v ie 
tims as much as the causes of a v ile 
system.

said: “It is as easy to run a powder 
mill in hell as an honest gov einment 
with a treasury surplus.“ Much more 
difficult is it to honestly administer 
a system, ’which, lik e our tariff sys­ 
tem, Is based on force and fraud.

“That the p rice of m eat as the re­ 
sult of the agitation and boy cott will 
for some tim e fluctuate, today down­ 
ward, 
tomorrow 
iip w'ard, 
we 
may 
readily admit. 
But th at m eat will 
fall back p erm anently to 
the 
low 
p rices of form er y ears I am not dis­ 
p osed to believe. 
My reasons for this 
assertion seem to be very p lain and 
convincing. 
The chief cause of this 
rise in p rice lies with the p roducer— 
the farm er—and as my sy mp at’^ 
goes out to the farm er very warmly , 
I am not oversorry for the conditions 
we are witnessing. 
“Heretofore, cattle w’ere raised by 
he millions over vast and unoccup ied 
ranges of p rairies, but the day of 
these ranges has p assed. 
Cattle must 
now be raised on the small farm, 
seven or eight head by each farmer. 
The farm er formerly was more easily 
satisfied with the result of his toil— 
too easily , in my op inion, as he did 
not receive hi.s due reward. 
Because 
of this comp aratively unrem unerative 
task, the cry w'as, more or less, aw’ay 
from the land. 
Today the farm er is 
more enlightened on the generai eco­ 
nomic conditions of the country , and 
ho demands his own. 
“The salvation of America, social 
and moral, p olitical and economic. Is 
the farm. 
W here agriculture is not 
p rized, is neglected, the nation m ust 
decay . The efforts of p hilanthrop ists 
and w’ell wishers of their fellowmen, 
all tend toward encouraging agricul­ 
ture. 
The p op ulation of America has 
been in ever y decade increasing by 
leap s and bounds. 
There has been 
no p rop ortionate increase in the num­ 
ber of farm ers. 
Hundreds of thous­ 
ands, seeking in vain emp loy ment in 
cities, hundreds of thousands eking 
out there a bare ex istence to their 
own great detrim ent, and to the y et 
greater derim ent of 
their 
families, 
should be out ui>on the land, where 
comfort and p eace aw ait them. 
But 
that all this comes to hap p en, we 
must not begi udge the farm er his due 
reward for his work. 
“We eat too much m eat in America, 
the laws of p rudent hy giene teach us 
this lesson. 
The 
requirem ents 
of 
health and strength would be better 
served w^ere we to eat less m eat and 
turn to articles of food much cheap er 
and no less conducive—it not more so 
—to bodily and m ental vigor. 
“I quite agree with the statem ent 
lately made by Mr. J. J. Hill, th at it 
is not so much a question of the high 
p rice of living as it is a question of 
the p rice of high living. 
When it 
comes to the p urchase of meat, every ­ 
one wishes to be in the fashion and 
demands the choicest cuts. These are 
far from being better and hevUihier 
food than others less costly but less 
fashionable. 
Certain 
housewives, 
whose dep osits in the savings banks 
are of the lightest kind, if dep osits 
at all they have, w’ould, w^hen m arket 
ing, be ashamed to call for any kind 
of m eat that would not demand a 
high p rice. 
“And then, in the m anner of living, 
among rich and p oor, in America, 
there is dreadful waste and ex trava­ 
gance resulting from 
ignorance 
of 
housekeep ing, and esp ecially of the 


almost totally neglected art of cook­ 
ing. 
It has often been said, and said 
with much truth, that a housewife in 
France could p rep are the daintiest 
meal for her gttrsts from the w'aste 
of an American cottage. 
Americans 
do not know how' to save In cooking, 
and what they do cook they do not 
know' how to p rep are in a m anner to 
make it p alatable and health-giving. 
A social and 
economic 
revolution 
would in a short time be w'rought out 
in America if y oung 
w'omen 
w'ere 
thoroughly taught 
the 
p ractice 
of 
housekeep ing and good cooking.”

ED BY A CLUB IN THE CAP- 
ITAL OF FRANCE. 


FURNISHED CLUE TO MURDERERS 


Wife o f a Fo rmer President o f France 
Was Killed by Two So ldiers 
While Trav eling 
In 
Rail* 
way Train Near Paris. 


International News Service. 
Paris, Jan. 31.—With the payment 
QÍ a reward of $5.000 to Portiiault, a 
cook employed by the Paris club, for 
the arrest 
of 
two soldiers charged 
the inforinatiun he gave whicli led to 
the arrest of two 
soldiers 
charged 
with the murder uf Mine. 
Gouin, 
a 
remarkable series of colucideiices has 
been !)rouKbt to light. 
As 
will 
be 
remembered, 
Mme. 
Gouin was the wife of 
the former 
president of the Bank of France. She 
was roü bed and murdered in a rail­ 
way ca» riage and her body thrown 
from the train. Two soldiers, Graby 
and Michel, were arrested and later 
confessed the crime. 
Porthault, whose 
iuformation 
led 
to their capture, 
is 
a hardworking 
man. and had not taken a holiday for 
six months before the 
day of the 
crime. But on that day he went to 
Pontainbleau to see a 
sick friend, 
with w’hom he had done his m ilitaiy 
service. 
At the station on his return Port­ 
hault saw four soldiers 
of his old 
regiment. He spoke to two of them, 
but the other two, Graby and Michel, 
he avoided, as he had 
never liked 
them. 
Graby's father is a prominent mem­ 
ber of the 
Paris 
detective 
force. 
When the discovery of a blood-stain­ 
ed soldier’s ticket among the tickets 
used by travelers on the Fontainbleau 
line that day caused inquiries to be 
made at the 
Meluu 
garrison, 
the 
elder Graby brought his son to the 
police prefecture- 
“I£ you suspect my son,” he said, 
“arrest him.” But the youth stated 
he had been in a cafe at Fontainbleau 
at the time Mrs. Gouin waa murder 
ed. 
Porthault, the cook, had been in ter­ 
ested In the case because he travel 
ed on the train on which Mme. Gouin 
w^as murdered. He had quite forgot­ 
ten meeting Graby and Michel, but 
on reading in a newspaper of Gra* 
by’s alibi, be realized that the sol 
dier’s story wms untrue. He at once 
told the police tliat he had « eenthem 
traveling on 
his 
train, in a second 
class carriage instead of third, as sol­ 
diers usually do. 
The information resulted in their 
Immediate arrest.

Chicago, III., Jan. 31 —The discov­ 
ery that horses are being butchered 
in Cook county for human food has 
led to a series of Investigations on 
the part of the Illinois state food com- 
missicn to discover where the food is 
sold. 
In s])ite of the claim of the horse 
k illers that their product is exported 
to Copenhagen, 
Denmark ', 
Inspector 
Frank J. Hoey, of 
the 
commission, 
gives his opinion in an official report 
just made, that part of 
the 
horse 
meat at least is sold in 
cheap 
res­ 
taurants and free iunch 
saloons 
in 
Chicago. 
The investigation resulted in the 
discovery 
of 
tw-o 
horse 
slaughter 
houses, one of w’hich was in opera­ 
tion Sunday when visited by Inspec­ 
tor Hoey 
and 
Harrison 
Kennicott. 
The proprietor made no pretense that 
he 
was 
butchering 
anything 
but 
horses, but insisted the meat was for 
circuses and for export. 
Thirty bar­ 
rels of cured and salted horse meal 
w-ere found at his place. 
Business 
was 
good 
at 
Charles 
Beigel’s 
place 
yesterday. 
Beigel’s 
* sentry saw the inspectors turn from 
ine road tow'ard the slaughter house 
and came to meet them. The visitors 
insisted on being shov/u 
the 
plant, 
and the sentry reluctantly opened the 
door. 
Dressed meat from twenty horses 
w'as hanging in the 
cooling 
room. 
Thirty barrels filled with cured horse 
meat, ready for shipment, were found 
in the pick ling rooms. 
In the princi­ 
pal work room a huge k ettle of hot 
water was boiling over a fire, where 
men had been preparing casings to be 
used on sausage. 
Beigel’s explanation was 
that 
he 
was k illing merely to supply circuses 
with food for animals. 
He explained 
he furnished meats for two circuses 
during winter. 
On so\eral 
of 
the 
quarters were cards, upon w-hich w'as 
written: ‘^Norris & 
Rowe, 
Circus, 
Evansville, Ind.” 
In an old barn three freshly slaugh 
tered horses w'ere hanging from the 
rafters. 
The two halves of each car 
cass were as neatly severed as the 
best beeves in a pack ing house. 
“You tak e a great deal 
of 
pains 
with 
them,” 
Inspector 
Hoey 
re­ 
mark ed. 
“They are for Ring.ing Bros, cir 
cus,” the pack er said. 
”1 ship them 
forty quarters every two week s. They 
are wintering at Baraboo, Wis. 
The 
inspector 
pointed 
out 
that 
something had been gnawing on one 
side of a carcass, which was in con- 
tiict with one of the posts 8uvn>et'tlng 
the ropf of ibe barn. 
“Those pesk y rats have been at it 
and spoiled it.” Beigel said, 
as 
he 
saw the mark s, ‘‘but it doesn’t mat­ 
ter. 
It is for animals anyway.” 
“You have cut the tenderloins out. 
W hat do you do with them? ’ 
“We eat them ourselves. 
That is 
the best meat of the horse.” 
Examination revealed the fact that 
the tenderloins had 
been 
removed 
from every one of 
the 
slaughtered 
carcasses. 
Beigel 
denied 
that 
any 
of 
the 
slaughtered 
animals 
were 
sold in 
America for human 
food. 
He 
said 
the shipments were made to the cir­ 
cuses and that each shipment was 
mark ed “Animal Food; Not 
to r Hu­ 
man Use.” 
The meat, he said, was 
loaded into box cars without pack ing. 
The inspector wanted Xo k now if 
any of the meat was being cui:ed or 
smok ed, and in the 
iraih 
pack ing 
house found a room with curing vats 
full of meat cut into convenient sizes. 
On every side were barrels of meat, 
sometimes pack éd one on top of the 
other, which had 
been 
cured 
and 
salted. 
Some of the 
barrels 
were 
open and others were, covered loosely. 
“That is to be shipped to 
Copen­ 
hagen. Denmark ” 
Beigel 
explained. 
“That is the best mark et in Europe. 
None of it is sold In this country.” 
In another room were bundles of 
casings for sahsages. Taey had been 
washed and salted, 'fhe pack er said 
these also went to Copenhágen. Then 
the animal pens were virHed, but the 
morning ‘ k iir’ had emptied these.
